and other aspects 01 t**e Moon, aie within an hour and a halt of being 
tlgjframe as they were on the same da\ » of .the months li) years be- 
* fme. The prime, or Golden Number, is the N winner of ye*rs elapsed 
in th s Cycle. At the b ith of Cluist, the Golden Number was 2. 

The Roman Indiction, is a period of 15 ycais, vised by the Romans 
for the nines of taxing tlie.r Frovmcf s 
\ The Cycle commenced 3 years before the hiith of Christ. 

The .Julian period contains 7!)HU years, ami arises by nvultvplymg 
together 28, 19 and 15, being tue Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and 
ludiction, This wa* also contrived as a peiiod tor Ghiono'ogical 
matters, and, is assumed, as a correct and fixed rule in calculations, 
by all the Astronomers and Chronologers thioughout the Christian 
World. This period is supposed to have commenced 710 ye.ii!* 
before the usual dale of the creation of the World, or 1714 before vho 
commencement of the Christian Era 

The Hijera commenced at the period of flic flight of Mahomed, 
cn 02*2 years after the birth of Cluist; which, accoiding to Solar 
time, makes the present year 1208-4, or 1242*43, of Lunar Time.

The following Remarks from Thornton's East Indian Calculator , 
an invaluable Work, from which most of the following Tables 
are extracted, will be the best jncface we can offer to this part 
of our Appendix . 

“ The account subjoined of Money, Weights, and Measures is 
almost entirely new. This part of the work cannot he expected to 
possess equal pretensions to accuracy with the other. The impossi- 
bility of attaining that object, under existing circumstances, prevents 
the Editor from saying more than that it is more correct than pre- 
ceding accounts, and as perfect as it could he made by a diligent exa- 
mination of every authentic source of infor*. aiiou upon the subject, 
lie has derived great assistance (with permission of the Author) iroiii 
the Universal Cambist of Dit, Kelly, undoubtedly the best and safest 
authority. The communication he has iiad with that gentleman, con- 
vinces him that implicit reliance cannot be placed upon existing ac- 
counts of the Weights and Measmes of India; a defect which can on- 
ly be remedied by the plan adopted, under the authority of Govern- 
ment, with respect to those < f other parts of the world, the true pro- 
portions of which have been accurately determined by an examinati- 
on of specimens sent from abroad of the Weights and Measures actu- 
ally used, accompanied with explanations from the proper authorities 
on the spot. Accordingly, the Court of Directors of the East India 
Company have issued oidrrs to I heir sen ants in India, to transmit to 
England verified standards of the Weights and Measures in isc 
throughout their territories, winch, when received, are forwarded, for 
tins important and dtsirable object, to I)a Kci.ly whose talent and 
qualification* rend n him the fittest person to he entrusted with the 
superintendence of tin- as of the former operation, 

“It is obvious that considerable time must elapse before this la- 
borious under taking can be accomplished. The multiplicity ot the 
different measures of quantitv used throughout India, and the confu- 
sion whicn prevails, especially in the interior, with respect to their 
*■ anilard, relative proportions, &c. have been f i equently spoken of by 
travellers, and must greatly embarrass the under taking. Dr, IIeyne 
states that, in Mvsore. almost every Custmh, oi chtel town of the dis- 
1 1 ic*, has Weights and Measmes differing widely from those in its 
neighbourhood. The scales commonly u-ed, lie savs. are likewise 
extremely rude and inaccurate, being merely flat baskets suspended 
fiom a balanced pole, which is tied to a noose.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS. — Accounts are keot herein Sicca Rupees, with their 
subdiv ismns, Annas and Pie; 12 Pie make 1 Anna; 16 Annas i Rupees 
and 16 Honest 1 Gold Mohur. To ibis currency must all the re ; 
specie be converted, hrfoie any sum can be regularly entered into a 
merchant's hook. The Company keep their accounts in Sicca Hupees 
which hear a Baila oi 16 per Cent, against the Current. 

The Coins current, a e Gold Mohurs, with their subdivisional 
halves and quarters; bicra Hupees, halves and quarters; Annas, Pice, 
(equal to 8 pie) and hall Pico. The two last are of cqpppcr. 

In 1766 the Bengal Gold Mohur weighed 179.66 grains, was of 
the fineness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 silver Rupees. 'The gold 
was here overvalued, tor it passed in proportion to silver, as 169 45 
to 1. In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur should 
weigh 190,773 grains, and in this coinage gold was valued to stl.er 
nearly as 14 8 to I ; and. In Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was direct- 
ed that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should weigh 190 894 grain*, 
and contain £ oi a giaiu in 100 of alloy, and that it should pass for 
16 nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees, Here gold is valued in proportion to 
silver a« 14 85 to 1. 

Gold Mohurs are coined onlv at the mint of Calcutta; at the su- 
bordinate mints of Benares and Fnrruckahad. silver alone is coined. 
The fineness of both metals is the same as Lugiish standard gold, !-l£ 
The follow mg t’.Tcinent shews the present weight, fineness, and ster- 
ling value of the (loins, reckoning the value ot gold at £3. 17s. lOjd, 
per standard ounce ; and silver at 5«*. 2d.

By Regulation, 1819. the coinage of the Benares Rupee; is dis- 
continued ; and the Furi uckabad II Upcc made the legal coinage of 
Benares. 
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It wilt be observed that the alloy has been increased; a regula- 
tion which took place in 1819, whereby much expence is spared in re- 
fining. The charge for coining and tor refilling is the same at all the 
mints, for silver ; namely, 2per cent , if ihe bullion he of the stan- 
dard fineness; but where it differs, a proportion charge of from $ to 
£ per cent, is made for refining. 

See also ihe Assay Report, 1821 — Bombay. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great hulk of the currency is silver. 
The most common silver com is the Rupee of 1 bicca, or 10 Massa 
weight. 

These Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the year after their coinage, when ihe batta the) bore on Current Ru- 
pees - was 16 per cent ; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
mid following years the batta was 1 1 per cent. ; they were then called 
Sonant or Sunat Rupees. But with a view to abolish this distinction, 
all the Rupees coined of late years by the Last India Company, have 
been dated the nineteenth Sun, that is the 19th year of the Mogul’s 
reign; and by Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees should he received as the legal coin of 
Bengal, Bahar. and Orixs. 

There are various other kinds of Rupees to he met with in Ben- 
gal, whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati- 
ons arte the same- From this. and fjom the natives frequent I \ punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, and tiiliug up the vacancy with have metal, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight ot the com after coming 
from the mint, iht cm renci* s of Rupees from the different provinces 
me of different values. This defect has inti oduced a custom of eni- 
plovirg shroffs or money changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these 1 dit%nnt currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther in their favout, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
- brought to one of th'-se shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight ; he 
then allows tor the different legal huttas upon Siccas and Souuats ; 
and this (loir, he values in gloss by the Rupees current what the 
whole are worth; so that the Rupee curreul is the only tiling fixed, 
by which com is valued 

A Current Rupee is reckoned at 2s. aud a Sicca Rupee of ac- 
count commonly at 2s. 6d. 

A Lac of Rupees is I,o0,000 ; and aCrore. 100 Lacs, or 1. 00. 00. 000 
Rupees ; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into Ci ores, Lacs, and 
»inu|e Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in (he aforegoing examples.

Coins, — According to the old monetary system, accounts were 
kept at this Presidency in Star Pagodas. Fanams, and Gash I he 
Pagoda weighed 52.56 grains troy, and was commonly valued afc 
8S. It was divided into 45 Fanams. each Fanam containing TO 
Cash. This was the proportion observed by Government, the 
Bank, and Agency Houses ; hut in the shops and bazar exchange, 
the number of Fananis to the Pagoda fluctuated according to cir- 
cumstances, from 42 to*46 Fanams. 

The Gold Coins were the single and double Pagodas ; the Sil- 
ver Coins were the single, double, and 5 Fuuam .pieces; the one- 
eighth, quarter, half, 1 and 2 Rupees ; and quarter and half Pa- 
godas ; the Copper Coins Consisted of I, 5, 10. 20, and 40 Cash 
pieces. 

According to the new currency, fix^d by proclamation, dated 
Foit Si. George, 7th January .1814. the Silver Rupee constitutes 
the standard coin of ihi> Presidency. The public accounts are ac- 
cordingly converted from the Sta r Pagoda (the coinage of which 
is discontinued) into the Madras Rupee, at the exchange of 350 
Rupees per 100 Star Pagodas. All Government transactions are 
now cdS^ed in Rupees.

Remarks on the Coins of Bombay* 

Silver. — The ole Bombay Rupfie is the same as wa$ coined 
«t Sural under the Mogul Government. It weighed 1*7 8. 314 grams, 
and contained 1.24 per Cent, of alloy. By an ancient agreement 
with the t abob of ,‘ s urat, the Rupee of both Governments was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; while they mutually 
pledged th* j cnse.ves to keep up the Coin to its exact standard of 
weight and fineness. The Nabob, however, did not keep to this 
agree nn at ; for h*s Rupees were found soon afterwards to contain* 
t instead of 1.24 per Cent, of alios , no leas than 10 12. and .even 15 
per Cent. The consequ * ce of this was, that all the Bombay Ru- 
pees were carried tp * mat to be recoined. This mint wag entire- 
ly stopped in its diver coinage fyr more than twenty years, and 
the circulation of silver w.is occupied by the Surat Hep* e. 

In tliis situat'on of tilings* the mercRauts could uol afford to 
coin their bullion here, and therefoie Bombay was long without a 
silver coinage of Rs own ; when Government in 1800 ordered the 
, Surat Rupee to be stiiu k in t his mint, and since th.it rum* rhe 1 upee 
has been kept at an equal value i> hot m mints, in both the Silver 
Rupee weish^ 179 grains, and contains 7 97 per Cent, of allov 

Gold. — in the year 1774 the Gold Mohur w ^ made » f the 
same weight as the biiv< r Rupee. It was ordered to be of the fine- 
ness of a Venetian* and to pass for 15 Silver Rupees. In thh c in- 
age^ theieforv, 14,9 grains of silver represented one gram of gold; 
for such is the propoition between the quaptity of gold in this Gold 
Mohur, and the silver in 15 old Bombay Rupees. When th* burnt 
silver currency had occupied the circulation, this proporr ion between 
gold and silver was qu te destroyed; so that gold coined accordiug 
to the regulation of 1774,- was now exchanged for no more than 
thirl* cn times its weight in silver, and often for much less. 

In ordti »o remedy this, and to bring back the Coins of gold 
and silver to peaily their ancient proportions, and their relative va- 
lue in the market, it was oidered iii 1800, that the Gold Mohur 
should be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, that it should contaiu 
the same quantity of alloy* • u i that it should pa<*s hr 15 Rupees. 

WhiGm*. — The English weiglrts being in common use here, 
and at nit the other Presidencies, the following account of their re- 
lative p oportious may be fouud useful. 

The two principal weights established in Gn at Britain, are 
the avoirdupois and troy weight- ; the last is again divided into dia- 
mond and m me y weighs ; the grain is understood to be a grain of 
wheat, gathered in tt.e middle of the ear.

There is but one kind of money made in China, wuich is cal- 
led Petty, or Cash; it is of a base metal, cast, not coined, and ve- 
ry brittle ; it is round, about the size of an Euglish farthing, mark- 
ed on one side with Chinese characters, rather raise (t at the edges, 
with a square hole in the middle. They are usually strung a hun- 
dred in a string ; but they rise aud fall according to the quantity in 
the market, varying from 750 to 1000 Cash for a Tale. Their chief 
use is in making small payments amongst the lower classes of the 
people. 

Spanish dollars are the principal coin current, but other silver 
coins are occasionally met with- For small chauge they cut the 
coins into pieces, and weigh them, for whibh purpose every mer- 
chant carries scales and weights with him. put up in small portable 
wooden cases ; they are made somewhat after the plan of the Eng- 
lish steelyards, and are called by the Chinese a dotchin. For the 
purpose of cutting the silver, they have a pair of scissors ; ai.d some 
are so dexterous, that they will cut the quantity required, without 
having occasioh to cut a second time. All dollars which pass 
through the Hong Merchants’ hands bear their stamp, or chop; so 
that by frequent exchanges, the dollars become soon mutilate , and 
are then cut up for small change, or melted into ingots. All dui.es 
are paid in sycee or pure si.ver. 

In the East India Company’s accounts the Talo is reckoned at 
6s. 8d, sterling ; but its intrinsic value is according to the price paid 
for silver in London.

laniHijg the scales, the benefit that will be derived by the cargo 
turning out well, will be un ample compensation for his trouble*

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REGULATIONS. 

* I. No letter or parcel (such as are imported hr sea, and na'ive 
letters excepted,) will be received at anv post office, unless accom- 
panied bj i he postage which liuy bear, in sicca rupees. 

2. No package exceeding 12 mca rupees in weight, or 15 by 12 
inches in sure, and 12 inches m depth, will be received at the general 
post oflice, unless paid for accordingly. 

$ No monev. jewels, watches, trinkets, or valuables of any 
description, will he received for transmission, cither h; the letter 
dawk or nangv. The rule does not extend to hank no es, which the 
person sending is recommended to cut in halves, and forward the parts 
separately by successive dawks. 

4 No personsno, belonging to the department, can be admitted 
into the interior of the post office, or be allowed ol (h”rnstlies to 
examine the records. All complaint*, or applicators for informa- 
tion must he made to the poet master general in writing. 

5. Persons addressing the post master general r<«*pechrg anv de- 
lay in the deliver) of their letters, are requested to transmit, at the 
same time, the envelopes of such letters, f earing the jjosI office stamp, 
which specifies the daie on which the letiers ware issued lm delict ry. 

6. No person can be permitted to take the letters from the 
peons, except in the regular course of delivery ; and it is requested 
that the peons may experience as little detention at the doors of 
houses as possible. 

7. Persons receiving letters are required fo pay the amount of 
postage ntaiked on them ; and if fhev have occasion to complain of 
anv surcharge, they must siaie their complaint officially to the post 
master general. Should bis deusion not prove saUstacloiy, they aie 
at liberty to appeal to the governor general in council. 

8. All letters refused by the party to whom they are addressed, 
and all ship letters transmitted trom suonrdmate stations to the gene, 
ral post office on which the ship postage h^s not been paid, shall he 
returned to the office from whence the) were despatched and the 
writer, or the person who brought them to the office, fhall be re- 
quired to pav the postages both to and from the place of address. If 
the writer caunot be discovced, the letters shall he entered in a 
list, which shall be exposed b) the post master in the most public part 
of his cutchery. and a copy of which shall be transmitted from tune 
to tune fo the post roaster general, who shall advertise the letters in 
|be Government Gaie<te, with notice that they will be delivered to 
|he writers ou pav meut of the postage due on them* 

9. Should the writer of a returned letter refuse to pav the post- 
age due on it, the post master is authorized to detain all future let- 
ters to such person's address. until ihc demand iii question shall be 

liquidated The same rule is applicable to all other cases of refusal 
io pa) jpostage 

10 Any person opening a letter or envelope, shall be bound lo 
pay the postage of the same, whatever mai be the contents. 

11. Persons exempted from the payment of postage by their 
official situations, having occasion to wine to nouexempted persons 
ou the private bus»ue»s of the latter, shall write ou the envelope, 
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* bearing pot tags,' in which case the amount is to he collected from 
the receiver Letters from out stations where no person duly quail* 
£c d to cullect the postage is established, will also be received 4 bearing 
postage.’ 

12 Tbr post office is not answerable for the loss of property 
contained in any letter or parcel which may be transmitted by dawk 
or bang? For the greater security of such property, however, the 
clerks, &c are strictly prohibited from delivering bach to any per- 
son, or under auy pretence, letters or parcels, which may once have 
been lodged in their offices 

13. A treasury podaf is appointed to attend daily at an office 
contiguous to the entrance of the general post office, for the purpose 
of exchanging rupees Into pice, at the established rate of 64 per 
rupee, for the accommodation of persons delivering letters into the 
office, who may pot have brought the exact sum assessed on them 

14 The general post office is open for the eeceipl and delivery 
of letters and for rtpljtug to inquiries from 10 a. iu to 2 y m every 
day. Sundew excepted ; aud for the receipt of letters oqly, from 3 to 
£ past 6pm No newspaper# will he received after 5 pm. * 

II Travellers may be furnished with dawk bearers, on applies* 
tiuu at the different post offices, where tables, exhibiting the charge 
and estimated distances to all tho principal sta ions, are constantly 
exposed for public inspection. 


INLAND POSTAGE 

1 All letters not exi ceding I sa wt. are to be charged as sin- 
glr letter* according to the rales specified in the annexed table of let-

2 Registers, pamphlets, vouchers, accounts, parcels of law pa- 
pers, or ne*s papers from Europe, subscribed, aud attested by the 
signature of t e person sending them as such, are received for trans 
mission by dawk, at the rate of 3 sicca wt. as one, if uot exceeding in 
all 25 sicca wt. i e. from I to 9 sicca wt, as a single letter, from 5 to 
6 as double, from 6 to 9 as treble, and so on to 25. should such par-

3 All letters or parcels Covering Company’s paper, ought to

4* The postage of letters to Madras, and places under that esta- 
blishment, is levied only to Ganjam.

SHIP LETTERS. 

Complaints having been of late preferred to the Post Master Ge- 
neral by Individuals, as to the hardship of being subjected to Postage 
on 14 Ship Letters 4 * forwarded by Dawk from the Post Offices of 
Madras and .Bombay, even when no immediate opportunity offered of 
transmitting such Letters by a Sea conveyance. 

The Public are hereby informed, that the Rule established by 
Government in 1813* will henceforward be strictly adhered to at tha 
Calcutta General Post Office, --viz. - That Single Letters, or those 
only which do not exceed the weight of One Sicca Rupee shall ba 
sent by Laud to the other Presidencies, unless where such single Let- 
ters cau be more expeditiously conveyed by a Sea conveyance. 

2dly. All Letters exceeding the above prescribed limitation of 
weight, shall be forwarded to their destination by the first eligible Sea 
conveyance that may offer. 

Sdly. With the view however to the accommodation of the 
Public,--all Persons desiring to have thsir ** Ship Letters'* forwarded 
by the Mails, which may exceed the weight of One Sicca Rupee, and 
being within the prescribed limitation of 25 Sa. Wt. are requested to 
signify their wishes in writing to the Post Master General, aud to rely 
on their receiving immediate attention*

1st. That the strictest attention be paid in every Department,

— Passed by tthc Governor General in Counoil on 
the 1 4tk July 1825, corresponding with ihe S2d Assanr .1232 Bengal 
era ,* the 14/// Sairnn 1232 Fusty; the 1st Sawun 1232 WiUaity ; the 
1 3th Saivun 1882 Sumbut ; and the 26th Zehaad 1240 Higerce. 

Preamble — Wheieas in pursuance of a Treaty recently con- 
cluded between the Biitish Government and the Government of 
the Netherlands, it has become necessary to alter t lie Rates of Duty 
•chargeable on Goods imported and exported on Foreign Bottoms: 1 
and whereas it has also appeared to be expedient to reduce, in cer- 
tain cases, the Duties now levied or retained on Goods imported 
and exported on British Bottoms ; and whereas it will essentially' 
promote the public convenience, to consolidate and simplify the 
existing Rules (modified as afoiesaid) relative to the Duties and 
Drawbacks to he charged or allwwcd, on Imports and Exports by 
Sea, the following 'Liles have been enacted to be in fotee from, the 
date of their pioiniiigation.

have in various instances been imperfect I v attended to, and Treat in- 
convenience having resulted from peisons proceeding to^En^laml 
carrying with them a greater quantiiy of Baggage than is allowed by 
the H on* hie Court, Lhe following Regulation of the HoiThlc Court, 
regarding the quantity of Baggage permitted to he carried hy Passen- 
gers proceeding on the lloirble Company's Ships, and the rules 
which are hi future to he observed for its Hnptuent, are published for 
general information. 

Gentlemen pioceedingto the Cape of Good Huqre, St, Helena 
or England m the undermentioned Stations, are restricted from tak- 
ing with them a larger tonnage of Baggage and S ores than the fol* 
lowing, exclusive or their bedding, table aud a sophta, aud two chairs, 
tor their respective Cabins ; viz.

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Export Ware-house, and such persons are accordingly required t« 
send their llaggage, or any part of the same to the Export Ware- 
house, at least 14 days previous to the time appointed tor th* dis 
patch of the ship on which they rnav proceed, as after the dispatch of 
the last Sloop with Company’s Cargo, no Baggage will be receiv- 
ed for transmission to that ship thro' the Export Ware-house. 

The baggage of persons abovemen tinned shall he accompanied 
by a letter, addressed to the Sub-Export Ware house Keeper, speci- 
fying the number and nature of the Packages, the dimensions thereof, 
and the rank of the owners, and a List, to he accompanied by a cer- 
tificate from the Custom Master thai the duties thereon have been 
settled, shall be furnished.

Extract Hanoi able Court's Litter. 

Para. 12. u We now proceed m convey i« yon our sentiments and Or- 
ders relative to our conti ihution to the Military Widow’s Food.” 

13. “It appears from the statement or tie* Managers (Letter 30tU 
July 1 H20 ; > that the SiIhoi ihcis to the Fund have gicatly uccreascO mi 
iminoer ; those m the unmaincd Class having almost wiiolly withdrawn 
their Subscriptions, while several of the married Officers have enteied into 
other Tontines ; notwithstanding the patronage which we have given to the 
Fund, and the advantage which tt possesses uf a large annual contribution 
iroui us/' 
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14. ** A the other Funds established at vour Presidency to which we 

nontribute are, fw r as the provision for Widows is concerned, framed 
cpon principles similar to those which weie laid down in onr Military letter 
of 22d February 181 1 : and the Military Funds at Madras and Bombay which 
are exclusively toutin' d ir« Charitable purposes and embrace a greater va- 
riety of such objects, are supported by neatly the whole of the Officers of 
those Establishments.** / 

15. 41 We ar»" of opinion, that a Military Fund upon the/General 
Principle of those ot Madias and Bombay, is equally suitable to Mie Officers 
of your Establishment, and would be attended with fqual succev*'.” 

16. “ V oil have theiefore our authority upon the receipt of this des~ 
patch, to offer to tlie Subscubers of the Bengal Military Widow’s Fund, the 
allowance of the encreaved rate of Interest solicited upon their Securities, 
upon the condition of adopting ** the basic of their Regulations, the princi- 
ple of the Military Funds of Madias and Bombay, except in respect to the 
provision for Orphans ; an object which is already adequately provided for 
bv the Military Oiphan Society of youi Establishment, and the exclusion of 
which will justify a proportionate reduction in the rates of Sobsrt ipttnii.” 

17. These funds besides embracing the mipoi tanl object of making a 
liberal provision for distressed Widows and Orphans, provide also tor the 
payment of passage money tor their conveyance to England, and also for 
passage money to and fiom England, and support there, for Indigent Mem- 
bers of the Fund, labouring under ill licalih. and the Mibtaiy Fund at Ma- 
dras has lately commenced granting Pensions to Officers hawing served moie 
than 10 years in India, who have been compelled to leave the Service from 
ill halih, without being entitl’d to full pay.'* 

18. u These are provisions of advantage to the Service generally, and 
holding out Htiong inducements to subscribe to uninamed Officers on whose 
support the pi asperity of these Funds so much depend*.” 

19. “ Our wish is, that if you are not already in possession of it, von 
should icfer to the Governments of Madras and Bombay foi full informa- 
tion in regard to the Military Funds at those Presidencies, and the principle* 
upon which the scale of contribution* has been fixed, in reference to the 
advantages which they respectively bold out to their Members; in order 
that the Managers of the Bengal Fund after making due allowance for tho 
absence of any necessity to provide for O'idian Children, may form a correct 
opinion to he pievion«ly sanctioned by you, of the terms which it may be 
proper to offer ro th“ present Subscribers, as flip condition of transferring 
their luteie«ts into the Fund thus modified, and to the Officers in our service 
who do not anhsciihe to the present Fund.” 

20. ** We shall approve of your allowing such Subscribers to the pre- 
sent Fund, as may distent to the transfer of their Interest into the New 
Fund, to continue their Subscription under the Regulations a< explained in 
our fetter of the 22d February 1811, with respert to His Majesty’s Officers, 
their Widows being allowed the present rates of Pension, but we are most 
desirous that you should endeavour lo combine the two parts of the Fund 
by such modifications as shall give substantial security to the New Subscri- 
bers, while at the same time they improve it’s condition and pieserve that 
good faith which is due to those, who have contributed to the present Fund.” 

21. 44 From this reservation in favoi of the existing Subscribers to the 
present fund, however, must be excepted those subscnb' rs who, under the 
New Regulations recently approved by you; have subscribed for a higher 
rate of Pension than their Widow* would have been entitled to, under the 
former regulations in refetence to the rank of their husbands in the Armv. 

cannot wiilfhold the expression of onr disapprobation of the sanction 
which you have given to a rule coutravemng entirely, the only part with 
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one exception, of our Instructions of 22d February 1811 ; which the Ma- 
nagers of the Military Fund at your Presidency have thought proper to 
act iipuii. Whether we view the case of these Subscribers in reference 
to the above considerations, or to the security of the Fund, we have no

23. “ Evciy Subscriber’s Widow i«, on that Supposition, likely to he- 
nefit ill proportion to the amount ot the husband’s Subscription, and the 
sooner that Subscription commences, the better for tbe Fund. But if the 
Fund be aided by Charitable Contiibution«, or bv the contributions of the 
l'aitiies not deriving benefit ftoni the Fund ; the Widows of tho«e who sub- 
sciiue to the higher clas>es will, bv obtaining a larger *hare of these contri* 
butiocs dimmish piotanto the shaies of the interior Classe*.” 

24. We are d'Spoaed however, so far to relax the principal of onr 
formei instt notions as to consent to sour allowing Otficeis to Subscribe ac- 
cording to their Army Rank, as was requested by Captain Failhfuli, in hia 
letter to the Managers dat/d 4th Ma^ch 1820. In onr instrnctions of 
22d February 1811, we did not particularly treat of the difference establish- 
ed between tbe rates of conti ibution of mairied or unmained Subscriber*.— 

■ — With a view to encourage the contributions of the latter Class, we are 
prepared to sanction a difference of rates tor two ('lasses ” 

25. “We decidedly object to the ptiuciple sanctioned by the new 
Renlations which requires a tresh Certificate of health, for every rise of 
Close ; a condition, which however proper when each Class of Subscription 
is open to every Officer, although remaining Stationary in Rank. Would 
operate with peculiar hardship when applied to rise by ptomonon, as it 
■would deprive the Widow of an Officer of the Pension of her Ciass, in case 
her husband should suffer in his health, in any stage of his promotion ;either 
from climate or the nature of ihe public setvice in which he might be en- 
gaged.” 

20. “ We have. lately resolved to render it obligatory upon all Civi> 

Seivanrs, appointed by us in future, to subscribe to the Civil Fund of their 
icspccrive Presidencies ; and to communicate to such of those Servants, 
now in India, oui wish, that they may subscribe, and onr determination to 
refuse compliance with any application for relief on the behalf of Widows 
oi Families ot Servants as shall refuse to contribute ro the Fund.” 

27. “ It is our intention to adopt similar resolutions in regard to the 

Subscription of Military, Medical, and Ecclesiastical Servants, appointed fo^ 
the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, to The Funds established for their 
respective seivices, and we shall lie piepared to follow the same course iu 
favor ot the Bengal Military Widows* Fund, when its consti tntioa shall have 
been revised upon the principles explained in this letter.” 

2S. “ The adoption ot such a revolution nwy render it proper that the 

principal of confining the operations of the Fund to cases of distress should 
be so far modified, as to admit of some contingent benefit to tbe contribu ' 
lois, generally, as it respects the Civil Funds of Madras and Bombay, the 
optional Annuities held out to a limited number of their Subscribers, will 
answer the purpose, although the gradations of rank in the Military Service* 
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preclude the adoption of an arrangement precisely similar by flic Military 
Fund* ; we are of opinion, that th* modification ot th*» 14 eventual benefit*** 
described in the 5th section of the Regulations ot til** Madras Mihraiy Fund, 
dated in Octobe* 1818, extending ihove,or similar, benefits to a limited nnm* 
ber of Officers, not m ill hfaitli. rp iv a< ooinpbsh the oiiject without intcifer- 
sng in aiiy mateiial degree, with tiie benevolent purposes of the Fnyd." 

. . .> 

2d. That the prerent meeting having taken into consideration the re- 
commendation ami suggestions contained m the above extracts Com tlu* let-* 
ter of the Houoi able Court ; and knowing ako that it i* the wish ot a nume- 
rous body ot tiie Bengal Anny, that a Miltaiy Kupd similar to those of 
Madras and Bombay «hoiild be established at this Pirhidency. 

Sd. That it he proposed, for tlie suffrages of the auny at large , that 
a Bengal Military Fund be established, and that it be further mibimlU ri tor 
the sanction of those concerned , that the Bengal Military Widow's Fund 
be incorporated therewith. 

4th. That the following Statement of the Military Widow's Fund iid 
to the 31st December 1822. shews the same to be in a most satinfaetory ami 
jfl in ishing condition, the income exceeding the Expenditoie of the last 
year, by more Than 78,001) Rupees.

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part "f these Kales 
of the Institution, shall be considered to entitle to the beugfits of it, any 
Widow whotnay have been lejslly divorced or separated from her Husband, 
for adnlteiy, or who, at the period of her Husband's d-mise. may have 
quitted bis protection, and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though 
not divorced or separated ftotn him bv law. 

Art. 25. If a Widow Pensioner on the Fund marries, her Penmen 
is to cease during her coverture ; but in the event of her again becoming a 
Widow, she shall be re-admitted t« all the benefits she may have enjoyed 
from the Fund during her first Widowhood, in I ke rnauner as if she b<td not 
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r*itj«rrricd ; lint subject of course to ill the limitations end conditions ptfri* 
eribed by the Regulation* in the first instance. If the second HoabancPfhiH 
Also bite been » Subscriber to the Fund, the Widow will receive/how. 
ter only one Annuity, taking that which may he tin* et eatesr, that is t<o say, 
according to the Rank ot the first or second husband, whichever itiay bo 
tbs higher. 

Art. 2G. Every Widow benefiting by the Military Fond and not 
provided with a passage lo Europe at the expense ot Government, shall bo 
entitled (tor one passage omv) to an allowance of Sicca Rupees 2000, iinlesa 
the property let! bv her Husband shall exceed the amount whir^i excludes a 
Claiment from Lord Clive's Fond, in which case there rhMf be uo claim on 
the Military Fund on the part of the Widow for her passage. 

SECTION V. \ 


Eventual Benefits on the Eund. 

Art. 27. Independent of the Benefits which lyive been recked, the, 
Bengl Militsiy Fund is considered as holding out the prospect of Benefits, 
'Under the following circumstances : 

1st. To Subscribers comuelled hy ill health to abandon the country 
lifter ten years service, and before they are entitled to retire on full pay, the 
regulated Passage Money of their rank, and an anumty which shall render 
their total income, from whatever source derived equal to the full pay of 
their rank. 

2d. To Officers who mar have served twenty-two years in India and 
tnay be obliged hy ill health to retire from the service without having oh* 
tained the rank of Major, the regulated Passage Money of their rank, and 
inch assistance from the Food as will render their whole income, from 
Whatever source, equal to the pay of Major. 

3- In shall be comuetent for the Directors of the Military Fund at 
their discretion, to assist Officei a retiring from the service on tail nay in 
limited oircumatances, with a sum equal to the regulated Passage Money of 
their Rank, provided always, that the Resignation of such Officer shall 
annuity have been accepted previously to his embarkation.

Fund for the Insurance of Lives, whereby Individuals may s eme a Pro* 
vision tor their Families after their death, or Creditors may guard them* 
selves against less in the event of the decease of their debtors. 

The Laudable Society differs from an Ortice for the Insurance of Lives 
(a« such Offices have been generally constituted in European Countries:) 
in that the whole Fund of the Society accumulate for the benefit of the lit* 
■tned, and of them alone : that no Insurer n aps a piofir fioin the InstLu* 
tion, and that even the charges of management am regulated on so cecotio* 
micjl a scale, as scacrely to from a sen«ihl** bin then on t lie K tabl slim* nt. 

It differs both from a Life Inmir nc^ Office and from most of (hose pub* 
lie associations into winch certain orders of the common tv are frequently 
induced roentei for the purpose of providing a Fuud foi thv maintenance 
of tin ir Families after their death; in that it does not profess to Insure any 
specific sum of Money or Annuity to the representatives of the deceased* 
but merely their proportion of such sum as its acemnu atod fund shall even- 
tually yield. This uncertainty, however, iv cntii**ly m favor ot the limned; 
for on the ope hand, by the til Innate division of the funds, he derives the 
utmost possible benefit which any Lite Insurance could affoid him without 
a p >sitiv e logs to rs'lf: while on the other hand, he is perfectly secured 1 
against that disappointment to which the contributors to \ ubbe Chaiitable 
Funds are not unfit-quenth 1 aide, from the total failure of a scheme found* 
ed on f use 01 ovcr-Scinguiiie caL’iiUtious. The M rnb'rs of the Laudable 
Soc.e v have a certainty of benefiting to the. inmost extent propoitioiud to 
the ir rrsp'ctive ct nf libutions, and neither mo r e or hss, 

The Subs* iiption« to the Laudable Society ate poi tioned in »o certain 
Shares, rnd though the rules of the Institution do not warrant the precise 
•um wliiih c. cb share is to yield in case of a lapse of Lifesu >scnbed on, an 
approx mation to that sum may l>e obtained rrom the result of torm'T Socie- 
ties. In the Tlmd Laudable Society, each Share on a lapsed life vieided 
about Sa Rs. 10,161, exclusive of the regulated advance of 4,000. The 
pie ent giate or the Funds of the Laudable Society now about to close* 
jmtity tile expectation that the holders of fIisi es on lapsed lives will not 
receive less than Sa. Rs. 5 500 in addit'u n to the piescribed advance at* 
ready drawn The difife ence in the ptoduciiv encss of shares in the tw» 
Societies tesicctively may be chiefly asciibed to ail wui'ual mortality 
amongst the In*med in the last two or three veara Notwithstanding tha 
high premium which the Government Six per Cent, Loan Securities continue 
to b»a’ , without any impiud‘*nce a share in the Fi ill Laudable Society may 
b p taken as pov* nug the ink of Sa. Rs. 9000, and at tire close of the Instu 
union, the holder of a shaie on lapsed lit e mayjuatlv except to r ceive an 
addition at least of Sa. Rs. 500 out of the profits ac umnhtted on the Funds. 
The Fifth Laudable Society will eminence ou the 1st January, 18-’2, and 
fits rub s will be round to agree essentially with those of the Fouitli, except 
in respect to the term of its dotation. The period for this, in conformity 
to the general wishes of Subscribers, is fixed at Five Years.
